Officials of St. Lou‘s milk dis- 
tributing firms today indicated that 
they: would increase the reta‘l price 


of milk from 11 cents to 15, 16 or 
. @ven 17 cents a quart next week. 
following their expected yielding to 
the demand of the Southern Illinois 
Milk Producers’ Association for an 
increase from $2.20 to $3.42 a hun- 
dred pounds (11.63 gallons). 

The present contracts with the II- 
linoig dairy owners expire Sunday 
and the dairy owners have an- 
nounced that if they do not get the 
increased price they will sell their 
cream’ to condensers and feed their 
skimmed milk to hogs. 

The Milk Price Inquiry Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen wil! 
hold its first meeting tonight and 
the chairman, Alderman Wyrick, 
said today that he would ask help 
from Food Administrator Hoover ir 
the investigation. Hoover has el- 
tained figures from the St. Louis 
dealers, as well as from those ir 
other cities, showing the detailed cost 
of distribution. The large distribu- 
tors thus far have done their best 
to concéal this cost from the pub- 
He and -from city and State officials. 

Distributers Questioned. 

The grand jury Continued its ques- 
tioning of small distributers this 
afternoon. Circuit Attorney McDaniel 
said the evidence thus far obtained 
did not necessarily show violation of 
the law in the fixing of prices. The 
meetings at the Buckingham Hotel, 
which two smaller dealers have de- 
scribed in exclusive interviews in the 
Post-Dispatch, are conducted tn in- 
formal fashion, McDaniel said, and 
the price is determined not by a vote, 
bet by announcement by the larger 
dealers, and informal discussion.

id, that a few of the large dealers 

Id, a private meeting before the 
general sesston, and determine the 
price there, and that the discussion 
at the larger meeting is for the bene- 
fit of the “‘little fellows.”’ But no evi- 
dence of this has been obtained.

Probable Price of Butter. 

The probable price of butter, based 
on the prospective increase in the 
price of milk, also was discussed by 
dealers today. 

Charles C. Mannebach, secretary of 
the Grafeman Dairy Co., said that if 
the St. Louis distributors were com-. 
pelled to pay $3.42 a hundred pounds 
for milk, the retail price would be- 
come 15 cents a quart, 8 cents a pint, 
and that butter, now 52 cents a 
pound, would go to 82 cents. 

John P. Cabanne, vice president of 

the St. Louis Dairy: Co., said the re- 
tail price of milk more likely would 
be 16 or 17 cents than 15, but he did 
not agree with Mannebach as to the 
price of butter. He said butter prob- 
ably would not retail in St. Louis 
above 60 cents a pound, as the Elgin 
quotations of wholesale prices would 
rule the market, and he did not think 
Bigin would go over 50 cents a pound 
wholesale. It was 43 cents today. 

Cabanne said, however, that but+ 
ter made from milk costing $3.42 a 


hundred pounds would cost the man-, 


ufacturer 85% cents a pound, and 
hence that the distributors would lose 
money on butter sold at less than 
that price. One hundred pounds of 
milk vields four pounds of butter. 
The by-product, buttermilk, did not 
appear to be figured in Cabanne’s es- 
timate. Dealers say the market for 
buttermilk is not constant, and that 
it ylelds little profit over the cost of 
handling. 
Says Cream Will Advance. 

Cabanne said cream, which now 
retails at 64 cents a quart, or 32 
cents a pint, will advance in equal 
proportion with milk, and that an 
advance of 20 cents a gallon, or per- 
haps 25, in the wholesale price of ice 
cream will result. 

Cabanne said local distributers 
had not yet decided to accede to the 
$3.42 demand, but might have to 
do so, and he said the Chicago dis- 
tributors yesterday agreed to an in- 
‘crease from $2.12 to $3.42 as indi- 
cating what might have to be done 
here. 

Chicago dispatches | confirm this 
statement, but state also that the dis- 
tributers are going to raise the retail 
price to 13 or 14 cents a quart, in- 
stead of 15 or more, as proposed 
here. 

President Lewis of the State Board 
of Agriculture, hiself a dairy pro- 
prietor at Crescent, St. Louis County, 
was the principal witness before the 
grand jury yesterday afternoon.

YOUTH WITH AN EMPTY PISTOL 
TRIES TO HOLD UP ROWING CLUB 


Caretaker Beaten Aftcr | 


MEANS HELD FOR 
GRAND JURY ON 
MURDER CHARGE 


Defense Refuses to Offer Evi- 
dence in Hearing on Death 
of Mrs. King. 


PISTOL EXPERT ON STAND 


Authority on Revolver Wounds 
Says He Is Sure Widow Did 
Not Shoot Herself. | 


CONCORD, N. C., Sept. 25.—The 
defense in the case of Gaston B. 
Means, charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Maude A. King, consented this 
afternoon to having Means bound 
over to the grand jury. ' 

Counsel for Means had announced 

at the opening of the hearing that 
it would offer no evidence but would 
rest its case on arguments for dls- 
missal. 
Frank Osborne opened the argu- 
ment for the. defense, informing 
Magistrate Pitts that the defense 
would show that the State haé not 
established a case on which to bind 
Means over on a charge of murder. 
After his preliminary announcement 
Osborne said it was necessary in this 
case to show the character of the de.- 
fendant. “I could call on your honor 
to testify to the good character of 
the defendant,” Osborne said. ‘“‘You 
have known him all your life,” he 
addea 

“IT ask you, therefore, to take 
into consideration the character -of 
the defendant in making your de- 
cision,’’ Osborne said. The State, he 
declared, had not’ brought direct evi- 
dence to show that Means was con- 
nected with the death of Mrs. King 

Argument of Defense. 

“The State claims the defendant 
killed Mrs. King,’’ said Osborne, “and 
if such a crime had been committed 
it would call for a charge of first- 
degree murder.”’ 

“The State’s case rests only upon 
the statements of these experts,’’ he 
said, referring to Dr. William H. Bur- 
meister of the Coroner’s office in 
Chicago, and Dr. Otto Schultze of 
District Attorney Swann’s office in 
New York. Both of them, after 
qualifying, gave their opinion that it 
would have been a physical impossi- 
bility for Mrs. King to shoot herself 
in the head. 

Dr. Burmeister based his whole 
case on the fact that he found no 
powder burns, Osborne claimed. ‘If 
he had found powder burns or stains, 
he would have admitted Mrs. King 
shot herself,’’ he said. Dr. Schultzc 
by his experiments came to the con- 
clusion that the woman could not 
have killed herself without his taking 
the powder marks into consideration. 

“The only thing on which these 
experts agree,’ he continued, “is that 
the woman was not. accidentally 
shot.”’ 

Attacks Experts’ Testimony. 

The theory of the experts that 
Mrs. King could not have brought 
the pistol muzzle to bear on the spoi 
where she was shot. rests upon the 
supposition that when the weapon 
was discharged she held it in her 
right hand and fired it in the usual 
manner, Osborne contended. He con- 
tended she could have held the 
weapon and fired it with her thumb. 

Osborne argued that Mrs. King 

did not deliberately shoot herself. 
“No one seeking to commit suicide,” 
he said, ‘“‘would shoot themselves in 
the back of the head, but would fire 
at the front of the head.” 
On the same grounds he contended 
that if Means had determined to kill 
the woman, he would have shot her 
in such a manner as would enable 
him to claim she:’shot and killed 
herself purposely. 

When Osborne closed his this for 
dismissal Solicitor Clement addressed 
the Court, arguing that the State had 
presented sufficient evidence to war- 
rant Magistrate Pitts, if he were try- 
ing the defendant before a jury, to 
send the case to the jurgy. He also 
took up the claims of the defendant 
as to Means’ character. 

The Solicitor said Means would not 
have bought @n automatic shooting a 
steel-jacketed bullet, merely for tar- 
get shooting, but that he bought 
such a weapon to make sure of kill- 
ing the woman. He said the State's 
evidence showed the pistol was in 
Means’ hands only a few hours be- 
fore the shooting. 

The Solicitor contended that Gas- 
ton Means’ sent Earnest Eury, the 
negro chauffeur, away from the 
spring after the party had arrived 
there and that Bingham and Afton 
Means already had gone away, leav- 
ing Gaston alone with the woman. 
Then the shot was fired, he added, 
Means’ counsel today obtained an 
order from Circuit Judge James L. 
Webb at Gastonia directing that all 
documents seized in Means’ apart- 
ments in New York, including the al- 
leged second will of J. C. King, be 
delivered to the Court of Cabarrus 
County. The order was directed 
against John Dooling of District At- 
torney Swann’s office in New York 
and against other New York officials.

HOLDS FOULKE AND 
MANSUR ARE NOI 
PROPER OFFICIALS 


Giraldin Says He Does Not Con- 
sider Them Right Kind of Men 
for Police Board. 


URGES ESPY’S REMOVAL 


Says Changes in Departments 
Are Needed to Combat Crime 
Wave in City. 


William A. Giraldin, vice president 
of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers, following his action yesterday in 
making public his refusal to approve 
expense accounts submitted by C. 
Ww. Mansur, president of the board, 
and P. B. Fouke, a member, today 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 


intended to send copies of the ex- 
pense accounts and correspondence 
in reference to them to Gov. Gard- 
ner with a view to convincing the 
Governor that neither Mansur nor 
Fouke was a proper man to serve or 
the board. 

Giraldin’s action brings to a head 
a smoldering fire of discord which 
has obtained in the board almost 
since Gov. Gardner appointed it early 
in the year. Mansur and Fouke have 
been arrayed on one side and Giral- 
din and J. J. Sheahan, the ‘fourth 
member, on the other. Mayor Kiel, 
ex-officio member, in the main has 
refrained from sides in the contro- 
versy, but at the last meeting joined 
Mansur and Fouke in approving their 
expense accounts. 

In some quarters it is predicted 
that the Governor will seek an en- 
tirely new board in an effort to bring 
about harmony in the Police Depart- 
ment. 
Giraldin’s Statement. 

“I do not consider either Mansur 
or Fouke the kind of man who should 
be on the Police Board,” Giraldin 
said. ‘They are too far out of touch 
with conditions in the city, and po- 
lice business in particular. 

“The Police Department is now in 
as bad condition as it ever was. There 
are holdups, murders and robberies 
and the department seems to be help- 
less. We should have more police-. 
inen, but we could do much’ better 
than we are detng with those we 
have, although I do not see much 
hope for improvement under present 
conditions. There should be changes 
all along the line, and one of the 
first I would recommend would be 
the removal of James C. Espy, sec- 
retary of the Board of Commission- 
ers. 

“There could be improvements in 
the officials at the head of the 
department, including the Detective 
Bureau, which is not getting results. 
A number of old men who are Cap- 
tains should be removed and young- 
er men put in their places. : 

Refers to Fund Scandal. 


‘When the trials of policemen for 
collecting the so-called ‘slish fund’ 
came up, Mansur was prejudiced 
against the men in advance, He an- 
nounced that he was going to ‘tin 
can’ them and kick them out of the 
department and send them to the 
penitentiary. 

“T told him he was prejudiced and 
should not sit in the cases, but he 
insisted, although he had admitted 
deciding in advance of the introduc- 
tion of evidence what he was going 
tc do. Even if guilty, I did not con- 
sider the offense such a serious one. 
The men were spending their own 
money, and anybody who knows 
what it means to get a bill through 
the Legislature knows that the men 
had to raise an expense fund if they 
‘t¢complished anything.” 

The documents which Giraldin 
Whid he intended sending to the Gov- 
ernor include an expense voucher 
for $72.92 submitted by Fouke for 
his expenses from New York to St. 
Louis and return, and one for $52.04 
submitted by Mansur for his ex- 
penses from Alexandria, Minn., and 
return. 

Spending His Vacation. 

Mansur was in Minnesota for his 
summer vacation when the trials of 
policemen came up, and it is his con- 
tention that he is entitled to his ex-

JUDGE DYER WARNS 
NEW GRAND JURY 
OF “COPPERHEADS” 


Recalls Civil War Days When 
Obstructionists Hindered Prose- 
cution of War. 

“Copperheads” were denounced by 
United States District Judge Dyer, 
in his instructions to the September 
Federal grand jury, which was im- 
paneled today. — 

“Fifty-five years ago,” said Judge 
Dyer, “we had copperheads in this 
country, who served no purpose but 
to throw themselves in the way and 
impede the war for the Union. 

‘“‘Now we have copperheads again, 
and I wish it known that this court 
will deal harshly with them. 

“Men accused of disloyal acts will 
have a fair trial here, but if they are 
found guilty they will not violate 
nrany more laws. I am an old man 
and will not sit much longer on this 
bench, but I want the records of this 
court to show that I was loyal, faith- 
ful and true to my country.. I want 
the record to show the same for you, 
members of the grand jury.” 

The Judge’s remarks were  pri- 
marily in relation to the cases of 
draft evasion, disloyal threats and 
other offenses against the Govern- 
ment. About 250 of these cases, 
most of them draft evasion cases, 
are to come before the grand jury. 

The Judge reviewed the various 
ucts, including the conscription act 
and the law against threatening the 
life of the President, with the various 
provisions of the espionage act.

Discussion of policies and problems 
arising from the entrance of the 
United States into the European war 
has caused a division of sentiment, 
and in some cases open hostilities 
beteveen factions, in the town of Wa- 
torloo, Ill., 20 miles south of East 
St. Louis. 

‘Waterloo has a population of 2000 
and about 90 per cent of its residents 
are of German origin. Before the 
declaration of a state of war, many 
prominent citizens there unreserved- 
ly expressed their opinion that the 
United States should not take up 
arms against Germany. 

‘The latest manifestation of a di- 
vision of sentiment waa an attn:k 
last ‘Wednesday night on Charles 
Morrison, a Waterloo lawyer, who is 
a brother of the late Congressman 
Wiflifam R. Morrison, widely known 
in THinois as ‘‘Horizontal Bill.” 

"Patriotic Sentiment Criticised. 

Morrison, since the United States 
entéréd the war, has been outspoken 
in his patriotism. He has criticised 
persons of German origin. who were 
lukewarm and has publicly re- 
proached them on the street corners 
of thé town. 

Monroe County, of which Waterloo 
is thé seat, sent 49 drafted men toa 
training camp last Thursday morn- 
ing’'’ These men, last Wednesday 

night, were entertained at a moving 
picture show, at the expense of Wa- 
terloo citizens. Morrison, with his 
wife and his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
ia Brey, attended the show. 

After the performance Morrison 
Wags,met at the theater entrance on 
the public square by Henry Theobald. 
According to Morrison, Theobald ap- 
proached him and said: “You are 
looking for trouble, aren’t you?” 

Morrison told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that after he had 


trowble he was attacked and beaten 
and kicked by Theobald and several 
other.men. Morrison is 66 years old 
and Theobald is about 25. 

=. Women Beaten, Also. 

In:the course of the attack Morri- 
son, his wife and his mother-in-law, 
it is alleged, were pushed against a 
wall and jostled about. Mrs. Brey, 
who.is 78 years old, fainted and had 
to be carried to the Morrison home, 
two. hlocks away, Morrison asserts. 

Theobald was arrested and taken to 
the Marshal’s home. Later he was 
released on an order from Mayor 
Henry. Mitchell. 

Mayor Mitchell told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he ordered the release 
because he believed Theobald was 
crazy or hé wouldn’t have attacked 
Morrison. Teobald said he acted in 
self-defense and alleged Morrison 
tried to strike him first. 

The Mayor asserted the differences 
of opinion in the town were largely 
due toa politics and said Morrison and 
other Democrats in the minority had 
“shot off their mouths too much 
about Germany” and had “hurt the 
feelings’ of persons of German or- 
igin. .. 

Earl Wolf, 26 years old, son of 
Ernest Wolf, a saloonkeeper, was at- 
tacked and beaten at midnight in 
front of his home about three weeks 
ago. The reason for this, he told a 
reporter, was that he had refused to 
sign a petition asking Congress to 
amend the conscription law, so that 
drafted men would not be sent out 
of the United States to fight.

GERMANS FAIL IN FOUR — 
ATTACKS AT VERDUN

Troops in Latest 
Fire Inf licts 


Liquid Fire Used by Crown Prince’s Picked 


Assault---French 
Heavy Loss. 


PARIS, Sept. 25.—Liquid fire was 
used by the Germans in another at- 
tack on the French lines in the Beau- 
mont region north of Verdun last 


night. The French, however, re- 
pulsed the assault with heavy losses 
to the Germans, the War Office an- 


nounced today. 
The official statement issued last 


night said: 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, 
the Germans attacked our trenches 
north of Bois le Chaume along 
front of about two kilometers. The 
attack was carried out by four bat- 
talions supported by special assault- 
ing troops. Disorganizod by our fire, 
the enemy was unable to reach our 
lines on the greater part of the fron* 
of the attack. Insome trench ele- 
ments in the center, where the enemy 
succeeded in gaining a foothold, vio- 
lent fighting ensued which ended *») 
our advantage. Our soldiers, vfter 
inflicting heavy losges on the advec- 
nary, remained masters of their posi- 
tions. 

“At the same time, two secondarv 
attacks were delivered, one north of 
Bezonvaux, the cther southcast of 
Beaumont; these likewise suffered . 
sanguinary check by reasoh of the 
valor of our troops, who, leaving 
their own trenches, advanced fierce- 
ly to meet their assailants. In the 
afternoon two new atte:rpts carried 
out against our trenches in the Bois 
le Chaumex resulted only in aug- 
menting the losses suffered by the 
enemy without gaining for him th: 
slightest advantage. We took about 
50 prisoners in this action.” 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—The offieial 
report from Field Marshal Haig last 


night said: 
“Under cover of bombardment, the

enemy attempted two raids near 
Monchy-le-Preux and another south 
of the Arras-Douai Railway. The 
hostile parties were repulsed by our 
fire, leaving a number of dead. - An- 
other enemy party raided our 
trenches west of La Bassee. One of 
our men is missing. 

“On the battle front our patrols 
have been active today: a number of 
prisoners were brought in. 

‘On Sunday again there was a 
slight lull-in the aerial operations— 
though our airplanes and balloons 
continued to observe for our artil- 
lery. Successful bombing raids also 
were undertaken, in which the air- 
planes dropped 167 bombs on hostile 
hutments and airdromes. In the air 
fighting, eight. enemy machines were 
brought down and six were brought 
down out of control. Three of our 
machines are missing.’’ 


Italian Official. 

ROME Sept. 25.—The Austrians 
made a counter attack Sunday on 
the positions which the Italians re- 
cently captured in the Marmolada 
region. In this effort the attacking 
forces suffered heavy losses, accord- 
ing to the War Office announcement. 
The statement also says: 

“The railway line in the Bazza 
Valley east of Tolmino was the ob- 
jective of our air-forces Sunday. In 
the morning one of our bombarding 
squadrons arrived almost by surprise 
ever the railway station of Grahavo 
when an intensified railway move- 
ment was proceeding and four tons 
of bombs were dropped there. At 
night an airship, by dropping numer- 
ous high explosive bombs, greatly 
damaged an establishment near Pod- 
geles. At the same time another 
airship again bombarded numerous 
enemy trocps in the Chiapovano 
valley.”

tailed figures on distribution, and he 
offered ‘a new hat and a box of cig- 
ars”’ to anyone who would get accu- 
rate and authentic figures on this 
subject. 

Making Up for Former Losses. 
Lewis said he had noticed that 
when the producers of milk  in- 
creased their price 60 per cent, the 
distributers would increase theirs 100 
per cent. He said he also was told 
that each of the large dairies, ex- 
cept the Grafeman Dairy, lost $100,- 
000 in the drivers’ strike of the 
summer of 1916, and that they had 
sought to make up their loss by in- 
creasing the price of milk during the 
last summer. 

He said the milk situation,  be- 
cause of its interstate character, 
would be best handled by a Federal 
commission, which should inquire 
both into production and distribution | 
costs, but it would be necessary for 
such a body to have authority to fix 
a price, and a method of enforcing 
that price. 

It has been noticed that the milk 
producers, most of whom also are 
raisers of corn, figure the market 
price of corn in their estimates, in- 
stead of the cost of the corn to them. 
The proper method of figuring the 
item of corn would be one of. the 
matters an investigating commission 
would have to decide. 


Expenses of Meetings. 
Circuit Attorney McDaniel said.

far made into local price-fixing, that 
it had not been shown who pays the 
incidental costs of the distributors’ 
meoetings at the Buckingham Hotel.

MILK SHIPPED HERE 
SO IMPURE THAT 
IT KILLED RABBIT 


Bacteriologist Makes Affidavit 
After Inoculating Animals 
With Cultures. 


Charges of shipping watered and 
impure milk into St. Louis are made 
in informations pending in the Fed- 
eral Court against John B. Ruesch- 
hoff, proprietor of the Ideal Dairy, 
2828 Oregon avenue, who is official 
caller of meetings for the price-fixing 
combine of local milk distributing 
firms. 

A charge of milk adulteration also 
is made against the Grafeman Dairy 
Co. of St. Louis in an information 
filed in the Federal Court at Danville, 
Ill., by District Attorney Karch of 
East St. Louis. The charge is based 
on shipments of milk about a year 
ago from three Illinois stations to 
St. Louis. 

Rueschhoff was questioned Friday 
by the grand jury, following the pub- 
licdtion in Thursday's Post-Dispatch 
of an interview with William Grafe- 
man, head of the Greféman Dairy 
Co., who told of Rueschhoff’s func- 
tion in calling meetings of the com- 
bine. United States District Attorney 
Oliver said he also intended to ques- 
tion Rueschoff, and that even if no

The milk was 
consigned to the Ruemping Dairy 
Co., the name under which the pres- 
ent proprietors of the Ideal Dairy 
Co. were then in business.

‘GEESE, BY FLIGHT, SAVE BRITISH 
_ FORCE FROM BULGARIAN ATTACK 


| Company Guarding Lakes Gets 
Warning From Disturbance of 
Fowls in Marshes and Meet 
Enemy Prepared. 

WITH BRITISH FORCES IN SAL- 
ONIKI, Sept. 20.—This is the story 
of how the geese of Kale-Zir gave the 
warning and saved a British detach- 
ment. 

When the. Bulgars invaded the 
plains their advance was halted by a 
certain famous river: and a historic 
‘lake. A British company was hold- 
ing the Upper Lake, for it was di- 
vided into two parts connected by.the 
river. The company was charged 
with responsibility for the upper lake 
and five miles of the connecting 
stream as far as Kale-Zir. They had 
absolute command of the lake. 
thanks to the motor boats, and a 
crossing there was inconceivable, 
but the river flowed through a maze 
of reeds and swamps and forests, 
most parts of which appeared abso- 
lutely impenetrable from the Brit- 
ish side. <A feeling of comparativé 
safety pervaded the British camp. 

Then one evening the' orderly of- 
ficer set out from the camp on his 
bicycle to visit two outposts up the 
river nearly two miles from the 
camp. | It was very dark. As he 
neared the sentry: he heard the move- 
ment of wings, and distinguished 
flock ‘after flock of geese flying from 
their night rest among the reeds. In- 
vestigation showed they had been dis- 
turbed by a long line of men march- 
ing in single file. 

The orderly went back to the 
picket post and sent a man to warn 
the camp, while he remained to keep 
the enemy raiders under observation. 

The raiders were 200 strong, under 
command of a German officer. They 
kept to the path until just before it 
came into a clearing, When they 
halted and prepared to attack the 
British officer fired four shots. Im- 
mediately a light appeared over the 
British camp. There was a moment's 
silence and then a roar of fire. It 
was a complete surprise. 

The first injured person picked up 
was the German officer in charge of 
the enterprise. Altogether there 
were 25 dead and 58 wounded, while 
35 more surrendered during the 
morning at different places and more 
kept giving themselves up for several 
days. Probably not more than five 
or six ever got back to the Bulgar 
lines.

| Want Columns, 


ARGENTINA TO VOTE O 
GERNAN BREAK TONIGHT 


Majority of 30 Votes in Favor of 
Rupture Expected—Cable 
Censorship Considered. 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 25.—The 
Conscervatives, .who control the 


Chamber of Deputies, have agreed to 
vote tonight on a rupture with Ger- 
many. From indications they will 


have a majority of 30 votes, virtually 
forcing the Government to cease re- 
lations with Germany. 

The Government desires to post- 
pone formation of its policy until it 
receives from Ambassador Naon at 
Washington, translations of the 415 
telegrams received, or sent, by the 
Swedish legation here. These mes- 
sages were tigraphd to Dr. Naon with 
instructions to snd translations. 

The Government is considering im- 
position of a rigid censorship to pre- 
vent misuse of the cables such as that 
practiced hy Count von Luxburg, the 
dismissed German Minister. 

Strikes have cut the telegraph line 
to Valparaiso, Chile, paralyzing direct 
cable service to the United States. 

Mobilization of the Argentine navy 
has been ordered at a rendezvous 87 
kilometers from Buenos Aires. There 
is urtusual military activity in the re. 
public. Although this is ostensibly 
due to the’ general strike, a high 
official said today that the general 
staffiihas its eyes open to “other 
necessities.”’ .. ° 

Many Deptties say they no longer 
have confidence in Berlin, because if 
the Government disapproved of Von 
Luxburg’s dispatches it should. have 
taken action against the Minister, 
and not have waited until after Sec- 
retary Lansing’s revelations to ex- 
press its disapproval. 

There is widespread disapproval by 
the newspapers and Deputies of the 
personal guarantee sent by Dr. Luis 
B. Molina, the Argentine Minister at 
Berlin, that Germany would keep ita 
promises. 

It is learned that the general staf? 
since the beginning ‘of the Toro in- 
cident has had thg matter of mobili- 
zation under consideration and that 
war plans. have been completed and 
campaign commanders appointed. If 
there is a declaration of war, it is 
declared, Argentina will send two 
divisions to Europe and will not be 
content with a passive attitude. The 
men and equipment are ready for 
almost immediate embarkation, if 
the necessity arises, and the allies in 
that event would be asked to furnish 
artillery.

GERMANS INVENT 


TALES OF FRICTION 
IN MEDICAL CORPS 


Correspondent Disproves Report 
of Difficulties Between En- 
" tente and Americans. 


GENERAL CO-OPERATION 


Best of Feeling Among Hospital 
Workers of France, England 
~ and United States. 


By Associated Press. 

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Sept. 24.—Amer- 
ican surgical teams again have been 
doing magnificent work in advancea 
casualty clearing stations since the 
latest offensive began, a number of 
surgeons and helpers being under a 
heavy shell fire at times. 

At one station near the Ypres- 
Menin road several surgeons and as- 
sistants have been laboring steadily 
since Thursday morning. Those who 
have seen them at the operating 
table, while shells were breaking 
ubout them, declare that they never 
have witnessed a demonstration of 
greater coolness than was shown by 
these men who wielded the knife to 
save life during those nerve-racking 
times. 

Those who are acquainted with the 
ordinary hospital operating tables 
and know how much care is taken 
to prevent noise and interruption can 
well realize what it means to carry 
on a delicate operation while great 
shells are exploding near by. 

Another American surgical team 
has been working in a German pris- 
oner camp where wounded captives 
are treated.

units, but casualty clearing stations 
in which American surgical teams 
were working. Here is the truth: 
The utmost cordiality has existed 
and does exist between the British 
medical service and the Americans 
who are working with them. The 


assertion that there has been any 


quarrel between the two bodies is 
without foundation. As one eminent 
man has put it, ‘“‘The story is a gross 
canard. The reasons for circulating 
The Germans are 
trying to create among Belgians and 
French civilians a contempt for 
America and Great Britain. The 
canard cannot be called humorous, 
but it ceftainly is an interesting dem- 
onstration of the fact that if the 
German may be a good soldier, he is 
not a psychologist.”’ 
Absence of Friction. 

The six medical contingents which 
were sent over from the United 
States to take charge of six base hos- 
pitals have become a part of the 
smoothly running organization that 
the British have developed. The men 
feel they are fortunate in their posi- 
tion. They realize they have much 
to learn about hospitals and they 
are going to learn rapidly from men 
who have had more thaft three years 
of experience. 

The British, on the other hand, 
recognize fully the sacrifices whieh 
have been made by the Americans, 
many of them eminent surgeons with 
big practices at home, to come to 
France to care for the wounded. 
These sacrifices are appreciated and 
the attitude of the British Medical 
Service from the Director-General 
down has been most sympathetic and 
helpful. 

The excellent work being done by 
the American units frequently has 
heen the subject of complimentary 
remarks by all ranks of the British 
medicg1 organization. The service 
which the workers from the United 
States have performed is character- 
ized as one of the bright spots in a 
war which is causing so much mis- 
ers. 

What Americans Have Done. 


When the Germans began their 
ruthless sinking of hospital ships 
and it became apparent that it wou'd 
be unsafe to try to transport woun }- 
ed British soldiers and German pr's 
oners to England, there was a hurr’- 
up call for the establishment of more 
base hospitals in France. America 
was asked for assistance and the 
units were rushed across to Europe. 
Roughly speaking, the six base hos- 
pitals conducted by the Americans 
have beds for about 1600 patien's 
each and there are many times when 
they are filled to overflowing, for 
base hospitals must. care not only 
for their own wounded, but for Ger- 
mans as well. The six base hospitals 
in addition to their other work, have 
furnished some 10 surgical teams 
for service in casualty clearing sta- 
tions near the fighting lines. These 
teams usually consist of a surgeon, 
an assistant, a nurse and an orderly. 

These surgical teams have one 
experience. | Their 
work is hampered and their lives are 
endangered by German airmen who 
persist in hurling high explosives 
down among them. In one of the 
latest raids the Germans killed or re- 
wounded many of their own men 
who were prisoners being cared for fr 
one of these hospitals. 

All the American doctors and 
nurses. appear to be enjoying their 
work thoroughly and they-are keep- 


_ ing in remarkably good health, 


RIFLE Is COMING BACK 
INTO, ITS OWN WITH 
THE BRITISH SOLDIER: 


Until Recently the Gun and Bayonet Were 
Looked Upon Rather as Excess 
Equipment. 


BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Sept. 24.—Recent 
months have seen a striking change 
in the attitude of British soldiers 
toward the rifle and bayonet as im- 
plements of war. Until a compara- 
tively short time ago the soldiers 
were inclined to regard these 
weapons as excess equipment which 
served mainly to impede them. The 
individual preferred his hand gren- 
ade, largely because circumstances 
had taught him to rely on that meth- 
od of offense and defense. 


Now, however, there has been a 
change tn feeling and the rifle and 
bayonet stand beside the artillery in 
importance. “Tommy” is drilled 
carefully in the use of these arms 
and knows they are his best friends. 

The battle of the Menin road— 
one of the greatest British successes 
of the war—in which the rifle and 
bayonet figured so largely, is a 
marked demonstration of the wis- 
dom of this policy. In these days it 
is on minor tactics that success de- 
pends to a great extent. It is small 
arms—after the artillery has done 
its work—that turn the séale. 

Question of Killing Men. 

It may be a hard thing for many 
to contemplate, but this war is being 
won by killing men, and the rifle 
and steel are accomplishing this. 
“Kill” is the word that every sol- 
dier must learn, and often the Brit- 
ish Tommy frankly does not like this 
business of killing. It was only last 
night that the correspondent was 
talking with a young Australian of- 
ficer who went through the recent 
battle. He had fought in many be- 
fore, but he was still full of pity 
for the fate of the Germans who had 
fallen as his men rushed forward. 
Taking of human life was abhor- 
rent to him. But sentiment cannot 
play a part in the consideration of 
soldiers and he has had to learn to 
grit his teeth and use his bullet or 
bayonet. 

The soldier is winning the war by 
killing and the rifle and bayonet 
rave proved his most effective weap- 
ons. German soldiers are hardened 
for this work because hatred for 
the enemy is instilled {nto their 
minds. With the British Tommy it 
has been a case of showing him the 
reason that this was the road to vic- 
tory. And so every British infantry- 
man today goes into battle with ful! 
knowledge of how to use his small 
arms. 


In the earlier stages of the con- 
flict when so many miles of trenches 


were being held strongly, it was 
different. Then the soldiers were 
well drilled in the use of grenades 
or perhaps they were good snipers, 
but often they were without fighting 
experience in handling the bayonet. 
The result was that when the troops 
left the trenches for the open they 
were suffering from what is some- 
times called “trench cramp;” that is, 
they had come to be dependent on 
their bombs and sometimes felt less 


at home when it came to the use 


of the rifle and the bayonet. Sound. 
training has swept away this diffi- 
culty. 

Change Has Been Recent. 

The men now are taught not only 
how to shoot but are trained in the 
best methods of employing the bayo- 
net, which is more or less of an art 
which requires much drilling. More 
individuality and initiative have been 
developed without losing the all im- 
portant feature of control over that 
individuality. 

The platoon now is the unit upon 
which most depends. Training has 
made this possible, and the results 
achieved have been amazing. The 
Tommy of today may be a platoon 
leader tomorrow and the platoon 
leader of today may be in command 
of a company tomorrow. The work 
ofall units is being more carefully 
dove-tailed and all parts of the serv- 
ice are working in closer co-ordina- 
tion. . . 

Won Battle of Messines. 

The battle of Messines was won bv 
this training. The battle of the Men- 
in road was won on the same scale. 
Every victory was striking in its 
completeness and quickness of execu- 
tion. 

The rifle and bayonet divided hon- 
ors with the artillery in speedy 
crushing of German attacks last 
Thursday. The big guns paved the 
way for the small arms and the re- 
sults appear fully to show the im- 
portance of the latter. In the advance 
also it was the rifle and bayonet 
which the on-rushing troops em- 
ployed largely to drive their way 
through to the final objective, al- 
though bombs had their place. 

Recreational training also has be- 
come a marked feature with the 
British army. The men are encour- 
aged to play games in order to exer- 
cise their minds and to develop ini- 
tiative. This has been especially suc- 
cessful at the convalescent stations. 
It has been found that men are made 
fit much sooner ere they play 
games for recreation.

of,cank have greeted me in the same 
warm manner. What is most sur- 
prising is that every poilu has that 
same spirit. They are a most won- 
derful people.

The pur- 
pose is more intelligent and more ef- 
ficient work by federated Protestant- 
ism in the “inner city.” . 
Need of Help Pointed Out. 

The survey is not intended to hold 
the “inner city’’ up to condemnation, ' 
but to emphasize its needs. The re- 
port contains a reminder that the 
West End is partly to blame for the 
large percentage of crime in the East

PROFESSORS THERES 
LOWER LIVING COST 


Indiana University Men Plan a 
Market, and Everybody 
Benefits. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


A successful “‘war market” has been 
organized here by professors of In- 
diana University who sought to ap- 
ply theories of lower living cost to 
actual conditions. 

Residents of the town say that the 
cost of garden and farm products 
has been reduced from 10 to 15 per 
cent, and that the local groceries 
have consequently brought down 
their prices in other more staple ‘ar- 
ticles. 

The market. was established under 
an ordinance which set apart a street 
near the public square, where grow- 
ers are permitted to stand with their 
wagons on the designated market 
days, Wednesday and Saturday. One 
of the city policemen. acts as mar- 
| ket master, and requires all growers 
to clear away any debris that may 
be left after the sale for the day is 
concluded. An advisory ‘committee 
was also named, with Prof. Frank T. 
Stockton of the department of eco- 
nomics of the university as chair- 
man, to study and dispose of market 
problems. 

The ordinance was passed one 
Tuesday night, and the following 
Saturday four gardeners: appeared 
at the market place with loads of 
produce. They disposed of their 
entire loads within two hours. The 
news soon spread among the gard- 
eners and farmers in the surround- 
ing country, and within the past 
two or three weeks there has been a 
very big increase in the number of

PARIS, Sept. 25.—The Lafayette 
escadrille was very active again on 
Sept. 2i and 22. Sergt. Robert Rock- 
well of Cincinnati, Sergt. Henry S. 
Jones of Herford, Pa.; Sergt. Ray 
Bridgman of Lake Forest, L. I., and 


Sergt. Edwin C. Parson of Spring- 
field, Mass., doing patrol duty, at- 
tacked three Germans and shot them 
all down but were unable to see if 
they had been destroyed. T::e Amer- 
icans have destroyed 176 machines, 
shooting down 126 in the German 
lines. Lieut. Raoul Lufbury of Wal- 
lingford, Conn., made a hard fight 
with the latest type of German ma- 
chine. During Lufbury's engagement 
three more Germans came to the at- 
tack, but he succeeded in getting 
away with his machine riddled with 
bullets. On Sept. 22 the escadrille 
had many flights. Lieut. William 
Thaw of Pittsburg came down with 
his machine damaged serious!y, but 
he was unhurt. Sergt. Kenneth 
Marr of San Francisco had his ma- 
chine hit by an explosive bullet 
which broke all the commands, but 
by the use of his motor he was able 
to reach his own lines uninjured. 
Lufbury shot down his twelfth of- 
ficially confirmed enemy after a long 
fight at close range. The machine 
crashed to earth inside the French 
lines. Later in the day Rockwell, 
Jones and Bridgman Parsons went 
up to attack 13 Germans. After 
sharp combats in high altitude the 
enemy air machines were driven off. 
All the Americans returned safely.

CLARK TOLD OF PLANS 


Statement to Speaker Indicates 
Consolidations for Four 
Missouri Regiments. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Mili- 


tary necessity will govern the con- 
solidation of national guard units 
under the reorganization plans of the 
army, although wherever possible 
the troops from each state will be 
kept together. Secretary Baker has 
announced this policy in connection 
with protests, particularily from 
members of the Missouri delegation 
in Congress, against the consolida- 
tion of Missouri and Kansas troops in 
one regiment. 

Mr. Baker said several similar pro- 
tests had been received. He added 
that in each case the papers had been 
forwarded to the commander of the 
division the troops concerned were 
assigned with instructions to ob- 
serve the wishes of the state repre- 
sentatives so far as possible but al- 
ways with the understanding that 
military efficiency was the primary 
object to be served. In no case, it 
was indicated, will a change be made 
except where efficiency will not be 
im paired.

and special efforts will be made to 
preserve these organizations.

North and South United Together. 

The War Secretary called attention 
to an interesting situation at Camp 
Mills, where the Forty-second, or

sion, he said, one from a Southern 
state and one from the North. They 
are now camped together and com- 
pose one of the infantry brigades of 
The last 
time they met was at the battle of 
Cold Harbor during the war between 
the states. 

Speaker Clark, who went to the 
White House yesterday with a dele- 
gation of Kansas Cityans to invite 
the President to speak at a church 
convention there next nronth,. told 
the President that the army reor- 
ganization orders had disturbed the 
Missouri troops. 

The President, according to the 
Speaker, was sympathetic, but was 
not inclined to interfere. Incidental- 
ly,, the President said ‘it would be 
impossible for him to accept the 
invitation to speak at Kansas City. 

A meeting of the Missouri delega- 
tion in Congress was held in Speak- 
er Clark’s office in the morning, when 
the’ telegrams from Gov. Gardner 
and others complaining of the new 
army order were discussed. A di- 
vided sentiment developed at the 
meeting. While most of the mem- 
bers agreed that it would be a mis- 
take to mix the Missouri troops with 
those of. Kansas or other states, some 
said they were willing to abide by 
the judgment of the War Depart- 
ment. 

Protest Made to Baker. 

Later a committee composed of 
Representatives Dickinson, Rubey 
and Decker called on the Secretary 
to protest specifically against dis- 
rupting the Second Missouri Regi- 
ment, the companies of which were 
drawn from various towns in the 
southwestern end of the State. Under 
the new plan this regiment is to be 
divided Into machine-gun battalions. 

Late in the day Secretary Baker 
sent to Speaker Clark a complete 
statement of the plans as they af- 
fect the Missouri! Guard, with the 
request that they be forwarded to 
Gov. Gardner. 

According to the information 
given to the Speaker, the First and 
Fifth Regiments, both from St. Louis, 
will be consolidated, as will the Third 
and Sixth Regiments, the former of 
Kansas City and the latter of South- 
east Missouri. The Fourth Regi- 
ment of St. Joseph and North Mis- 
sour! will be .combined with the 
Third Kansas. fis 

Secretary Baker would not prom- 
ise that drafted. men of Missouri 
would be used to fill in the gaps in 
the Missouri (luard regiments, thus 
bringing thém up to the required 
strength of 8700 men. each, but a 
member of. the General Staff said 
this might . be done. 

The question as to what will. be- 
come of the regimental officers 
whose regiments are absorbed in the 
consolidation plans has not been 
definitely determined, Secretary 
Baker said. He said it was likely, 
however, that supernumemary colo- 
nels, lieutenant-colonels and majors 
would be named, thus disposing of 
this problem. Such action would be 
in accord with regular army prac- 
tice, it was said. — :

Government to Exercise . Full 
Control of Distribution, Closing 
Down Industries if Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The 
general public, as well as the Ameri- 
can and allied Governments, will 


share in the 650 per cent reductions 
in the price of steel announced yes- 
terday, to go into immediate effect. 
The agreement provides that pro- 
ducers shall not reduce wages. The 
prices will obtain until Jan. 1, 1918, 
to be .raised then if investigation 
shows they are inequitable, 

The entire output of American 
steel plants will be distributed under 
supervision of the War Industries 
Board. The new prices follow: 

Iron ore, basis of lower lake ports; 
price agreed upon, $505 gross ton. 
No change. , 

Coke, Connellsville; price agreed 
upon, $6 net ton; recei;t price, $16 

Steel plates, basis of Chicago and 
Pittsburg; price agreed upon, $3.25 
per hundred weight; recent prices, 
$11 per hundred weight; a reduction 
of 70.5 per cent. 

Steel bars, basis of Pittsburg and 
Chicago; price agreed upon, $2.80 
per hundred weight; recent price, 
$5.50 per hundred weight; a reduc- 
tion of 47.3 per cent. Steel shapes, 
basis of Chicago and Pittsburg; 
a ton; a reduction of 62.5 per cent. 
price agreed upon, $3 per hundred 
weight; recent price, $6 per hundred 
weight; a reduction of 50 per cent. 

Fair Profits to All. 

The voluntary price agreement was 
reached after months of negotiations 
between steel producers and Gov- 
ernment officials. The prices were 
based on cost of productivn estimates 
made by Federal Trade Commission, 
after an investigation conducted at 
the President’s direction. 

Officials in close touch with the 
situation said the prices approved by 
the President were liberal and would 
ailow fair profits to all steel plants. 
Some of the larger concerns, they 
said, would make handsome profits 
at the prices named and production, 
they declared, should be stimulated 
accordingly. . 


In arriving at fair prices for both 
producer and consumer, the great 
problem has been to set figures per- 
mitting small mills to produce with- 
out a loss and at the same time pre- 
vent the larger plants from taking 
too great a profit. 


The cost of producing steel plates 
in some of the larger plants is now 
about $35 or $86 a ton, according to 
the testimony of Joseph E. Davies 
vice chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission before the Senate Com- 
mittee which is considering the Pom- 
erene bill giving the Government 
price fixing power. This will give 
these mills a profit of $30 a ton un- 
der the price of $65 approved by the 
President. In the smaller mills, ac- 


cording to Commissioner Davies’ fF 


testimony, the cost runs much high- 
er. Ninety per cent of the plants, 
Davies ‘said at the time, could sell 
plates at $58. and make a profit. 
Industries May Closé Down. 
Nothing is said in the White House 
announcement as to contracts now in 
force, but it is believed they will 
stand except in instances where the 
War Board decides a manufacturer's 
produce is not essential for war pur- 
poses, and that he must relinquish 
a part of his requirements for more 
vital industries. 


It is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to use to the utmost its pow- 
ers to control steel distribution. This 
may mean in some instances, it was 
said, the shutting down of entire in- 
dustries, where it appears the steel 
these industries are using can be 
used more advantageously elsewhcre. 
Building construction and other in- 
dustries that use steel, which already 
have felt the pinch of the ateel short- 
age, will feel it still more sharply as 
the war progresses.

GREEK NAVY I$ RETURNED T0 
CONTROL OF OWN GOVERNMENT 


Vessels Were Merged With Entente} 


Fleets Last October as Precaution 
Against Treachery by Constantine. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
ATHENS, Sept. 20.—The Greek 
flag has been raised over the Greek 
navy again. Greek officers and 
crews are aboard, and the navy has 
resumed its independent status after 
a year of merger with the entente 
fleets. This applies to the 22 war- 
ships of the light squadron, consist- 
ing of destroyers, gunboats and light 
cruisers, and algo to the battleships, 
chief of which are the Lemnos and 
Kilkish, formerly the American bat- 
tleships Idaho and Mississippi. 
This change back to Greek control 
is one of the results of the recent 
Balkan conference at Paris. 


It was last October that former! 


King Constantine’s military and 
naval activities were considered by 
the entente allies such a menace to 
the Saloniki expedition that allied 
control should be applied. On the 
light squadron there was a change of 
flags and crews, and the ships went 
to Saloniki, where they joined the a!- 
lied squadron. , 

-& crowd of several thousand Greek 
officers and their partisans asked 
the American Minister intervene, 
which he refused to do. The Amer- 
ican authorities are satisfied now. 
This demonstration was planned by

All we ask is that the City Govern- 
ment shall recognize the validity of our existing 
permits, and quit taxing us hundreds of thousands 
of dollars yearly on these permits which have 
no inoney value to us. We contend that the 
amount of this unfair and excessive tax ought to 
go into more car service, better wages for strest 
railway. employes, and a fair return to stock- 
holders.

The Central Traction Company, on 
April 12, 1898, was granted a franchise extending 
the franchises of all lines bought by or leased to 
that company until 1948, 

Only one of our original franchises, 
that of the Jefferson Avenue line, has 
expired. We would cheerfully tear 
up those tracks; the line doesn’t pay 
its way. But if the City ordered us to 
take up the tracks the merchants on 
Jefferson avenue would go to City 
Hall with violent protests. 


The United Railways Company (form- 
erly Central Traction Company), operates all‘of 
the above lines under their original franchises; 
under the general grant of the St. Louis Transit 
Company running to 1939, and under the Cen- 
tral Traction general grant running to 1948. 

The City Government, makisig atest. 
in the case of the Jefferson Avenue line, has 
gone to Court claiming the original franchises 
were not extended by the St. Louis Transit and 
Central Traction grants. The lower court has 
ruled in our favor as to the St. Louis Transit 
general grant and the case is now before the 
Missouri Supreme Court on the City’s sppeal. 

We are confident these general 
grants will finally be sustained by the 
courts. Whether they are or not, our 
position is amply protected for many 
years to come by the original fran- 
chises of our constituent companies. 


Your City Government’s attack on 
our franchise extension grants and its 
excessive taxation of street car earn- 
ings, if continued, may force The 
United Railways Company into a re 
ceivership and dissolution, but can’t 
prevent the constituent companies 
from operating singly under their - 
perfectly good original franchises. 

Any attack by a City Government 
on a utility company’s franchises in- 
jures the company’s credit; it can’t get 
new capital to make extensions desired 
by the people. That’s what is happen- 
ing here in St. Louis.

Profit on Produce. 
. To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Not only the milk situation, but the 
retail, and in many cases the wholesale 
trade with the public, is rotten to the 
core. It begs earnestly for ample invest 
‘gation, and swift business dealing on the 
part of the people and Government authori- 
ties. I have friends who own farms near 
Bt. Louis, so for some time I have been in 
touch with farmers’ prices, commission 
prices and retail prices. Last Saturday 
farmers sold beets at 20 cents and less the 
dozen bunches. One concern retailed three 
bunches for 10 cents. Smaller concerns sold 
beets for 5 cents a bunch—100 to 20 per 
cent profit. Farmers sold carrots at 12 and 
15 cents a dozen bunches. They were re- 
tailed three bunches for 10 cents. Farmers 
sold the best tomatoes for from 46 to 60 
cents per tushel. They were retailed at 
$1 and $1.20 and in some West End stores 
at $1.40 a bushel, I have seen commission 
yrien buy pears from farmers for 40 cents 
and immediately put them on sale for $1 
a bushel. Similar figures could be quoted 
for dealings in apples, melons, greens, cab- 
bage, potatoes and a host of other necessi- 
ties. 

A farmer must get seeds, hire help, plant, 
raise, harvest and deliver to the city. A re- 
tail dealer loads upon his trucks and sells 
to us. In many instances a clean sweep of 
his truck loads is made in one day. He pays 
for rent, fuel and help. Think of it! Per- 
haps his outlay is one-fourth or one-third 
of the farmer's. Under any circumstances, 
and especially under existing strenuous cir- 
cumstances, is it anything like fair for a 
retail dealer to make from 100 to 300 per 
cent on investments with such an outlay for 
maintenance? H. RHETTA.

‘The 
merit of the proposal that St. Louis shall grant a 
time concession of 15 minutes can be judged from 
the fact that even Pittsburg, synonym for smoki- 
ness, grants only eight minutes. 
The ordinance should never have been ad- 
vanced to the stage where a veto became neces- 
sary for the public protection. To override the 
disapproval means that a work costing years of 
time and much money will have been in vain. 
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WILSON PROPOSAL A DREAM? 
That the Pope will address a new peace note 
to the belligerents is announced at Rome. 
promising preface for it is furnished in the state- 
ment made to the Associated Press by Cardinal 
Gasparri, papal Secretary of State. 
“President Wilson’s proposal to reduce arma- 
ments and impose international arbitration by 
force through a society of nations is a dream,” he 
is reported by this reliable news organization to 
have said. 
Then what measures can we look to for the 
assurance of permanent peace after this war? Cer- 
tainly not to the abolition of conscription, as the 
secretary proposes. The one basis of peace to 
whose acceptance the replies to the Pope of both 
Germany and Austria are almost wholly devoted 
is discredited at the Vatican itself if armament 
limitation and arbitration, accepted also by the 
entente, are held up as only a dream. 
The’ view as to the outcome of the war out- 
lined by the secretary is to be regretted as de- 
tracting from the influence of future papal efforts 
for peace. He says: 

It is now evident that in the present con- 
flict there is no question of victor and van- 
quished, no question of an absolute military 
success, which no group of belligerent seems 
able to secure over the other. 

This may be a view the Teutonic group, which 
already knows it is whipped, would lke empha- 
sized, but it is far from being the view of the en- 
tente. 

Comparative conditions in the two groups, the 
relative success of each in late operations, and 
particularly the significant longing of the Teu- 
tonic group for the end of the struggle all im- 
peach the accuracy of this view. 

To prosecute the war to a decision can impose 
on the world no such afflictions as would be 
imposed by permitting n to end in a draw.

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THE COAL GRAB. 

The news that St. Louis probably will be unable 
to get anthracite and possibly not the best grades 
pf soft coal next winter has the rather disap- 
pointing effect of calling attention to the failure, 
as yet, of Federal authorities to make much head- 
way against the complicated fuel problem. 
Notwithstanding Attorney-General McAllister’s 


increased, those who attended recent conferences 
with Coal Administrator Garfield at Washington 
are of the opinion that they are likely to go 
higher. Section is contending against section for 
all the coal to be had, while production is falling 
off with alarming rapidity. 

But why should production fall off? It is idle 
for the producers to blame it:on labor difficul- 
ties. They recite that the normal output of IIli- 
nois and Kentucky mines has been curtailed 50 
) per cent by strikes, while other strikes are threat- 
ening to tie up the Alabama fields. It is an alibi 
that will not hold water. 

The truth is that there is a combination of coal 
operators to control production and raifge 
prices. They can compose their troubles 
with the labor bodies whenever they will, 
if, indeed, as has been charged, they have not 
themselves fomented these troubles. Even if they 
have to advance wages they can still make a fair 
profit, put every ton on the market that the coun- 
try needs and not raise the price to the consumer 
a cent over the figures of the Government’s 
regulation plan. 

The Federal administrators are wasting their 
time seeking concessions from greedy profiteers. 
They would do better to get at the facts of the 
combination and invoke the remedies which the 
law affords. 

Missouri, of course, would not refuse to consent 
to any reasonable regulation of the distribution 
of the higher grade fuels, but it must be based on 
absolute and not artificial or manipulated neces- 
sity. We shall never consent to be exploited by a 
fuel plunderbund. 
Mr. McAllister has the oportunity of his life. A 
vigorous prosecution of those responsible for the 
coal grab would meet the approval not only of 
his own State but of the whole country as well. 
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The threat of the Southern Illinois milk pro- 
ducers to give their product to the hogs perhaps 
after all does not mean that all of our local dis- 
tributors will be entirely neglected. 
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PRUSSIANISM’S ONLY SYMPATHIZERS. 
It is interesting to observe that wherever there 
is a strong Conservative party in any of the 
neutral countries, its sympathies are strongly pro- 
German, whereas Liberals and Radicals the 
world over are almost a unit in support of the 
entente allies. No single fact could be cited to 
prove more conclusively that this really is a ‘war 
for the rights of the common people of the 
world as against the aggressions of special privi- 
lege. 
It has been so in Greece, in Spain, in Holland, 
and in a few of the republics of South America. 
It is most conspicuously so in Sweden. While the 
rest of that country is ashamed before the dis- 
closures of the despicable use German diplomatic 
agents have made of the Swedish Foreign Office 
in the Luxburg and kindred affairs, the Conserv- 
atives alone are defiant. They, too, are voluble 
in wrath, but they are wrathful not at the per- 
petrators of this astounding bit of international 
chicanery. They are angry because the victims 
of treachery have discovered how they were being 
betrayed, and have told the world about it. 

To them the facts are not regrettable but the 
publication of them alone is an outrage. They 
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see in Secretary Lansing’s disclosures an at- 
tempt of outsiders to meddle in Swedish affairs, 
but they see nothing of the kind in Germany's 
entire indifference as to whether Swedish neu- 
trality was violated when its Foreign Office 
was used as a medium for plotting against the 
welfare of Argentina. : 

It is for Sweden to say, of course, whether she 
will permit her reactionairies to drag her to the 
verge of ruin in this matter. The allies are in- 
sisting upon one thing and that is that she must 
be strictly neutral in deed as well as in word. 
Nothing less wil] satisfy them. 
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Every strike in an American ship plant at this 
time adds a flotilla of submarines to the German 
navy. 


TELEPHONE CUSS WORD REGULATION. 
The temporary ruling of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission that a telephone customer 
may “cuss out Central’ for poor service without 
incurring the loss of the service entirely, is a step 
in the direction of defining the relative rights of 
the purveyors of poor service and customers of 
profane proclivities, but it leaves the question still 
obscured by considerable haze. 

It does not make clear, for one thing, just how 
bad the service has to be before the customer is 
entitled to begin swearing. And it doss not pre- 
scribe just how far the customer can go without 
having his phone cut out. And it does not even 
undertake to indicate what language is admissi- 
ble and justifiable and what language is inadmis- 
sible and unjustifiable under given circumstanes. 
Perhaps it is asking too much. but if the com- 
mission could see its way to formulate a schedule 
of telephonic iniquities and prescribe a sanc- 
tioned expletive for each, the situation would 
be greatly simplified. 

For instance, we think a telephone subscriber 
who is given the wrong number should have a 
right to say “dadgummit.” When Central pulls 
out the plug on him before he is half through 
and purrs “number?” the situation calls for 
“doggonit” or even “dingit.” When you have 
waited 10 minutes you should be permitted to 
inquire ““‘Whattell?” and when, after the 10 
minutes’ wait the operator tells you, “Here's youl 
party, talk up,” and all you can hear is buzz and 
sputter, “dammit” is the only thing that will do.
